— This year’s 
naval appropriation bill will carry more 
money than bas Wen voted by congress 
in any regular appropriation bill since 
the civil war and probably w ill author­ 
ize expenditures as great as those under 
the regnlar appropriation, and the allot­ 
ments from the $.>0,000,000 national 
defense fund in the year 1399. 
The estimates of the navy department 
for the year footed up $75,000,000, and 
the department would like to have everv 
cent for which it asked. 
Congress 
scaled down the estimates wherever 
practicable, but it is expected that when 
the bill becomes a law it will carry ut 
least $65,000,OOO. 
The first draft of the 
measure has been prepared by a sub­ 
committee of the house committee on 
naval affairs, and is now under consid­ 
eration by the full committee. 
The 
subcommittee did not do anything re­ 
garding the authorization of new ships 
or regarding the purchase of armor for 
ships already authorized, leaving these 
matters to be considered by the full 
committee. 
Even with these omissions the first 
draft of tho bill curries a total of about 
$6$, OOO, OOO. 
It is the scheme of the committee to 
bring the total of the bill including the 
appropriations for new ships and armor 
down to $60,000,000. but it is doubtful 
whether this can la* done 
Aside from

of the navy, for which the department 
estimated $’23,083,101, an increase of 
more than $13,000,000, the heaviest in­ 
creases are nuder the head of public 
works, including improvements at navy- 
yards and stations, new dry docks and 
new buildings*at the naval academy.
